Striking at what he called in- 
adequacy .of art education 
schools,-Mr. Ross said that teach- 
ers should be “encouraged to keep 
up with the times."”

PEIPING, Crina—Asia faces two ways--towards Moscow and 
Washington. Asia would like to strike a happy medium between 


the two. 
Asiatic nations generally are withholding judgment on either 


Soviet communism or American capitalistic democracy until they 
which one can or will do the most for them. 

Thus far, neither Russia nor the United States has made 
anything like a positive contribution, in Asiatic minds, to- 
wards easing the bitter privations of civil war and poverty 
~ which are their everyday lot. 

The Asiatic suspicion is mounting, meanwhile, that the rival 
blocs are interested in Asia chiefly as a buffer area. 

This suspicion is heightened by what Asiatics regard as brok- 
cd promises. After war-time talk of independence, self-govern- 
ment and a new role among free men, Asiatics take a dim view 
of the return of pre-war colonial masters to their colonies, par- 
ticnlarly where this happened with American help. 

Although the Far East wavers over many issues, it is solidly 
united on this one. Jt wants no more interference from the west. 

One of the most odious phrases in China today is “foreign 
intervention.” Although at one another’s throats oh many 
other things, the communists and their Kuomintang ftivals see 
eye to eye on this, 

Instability and hunger are said to be converting more and 
more Asiatics to communism, which is being fought by the rela- 
tively well-fed. Those who are caught in between believe that 
arms and money sent in to this fight solve nothing,
